DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Yegnashankaran et al. 

Yegnashankaran et al. discloses a silicon die with metal feed through structure. 
As shown in Figure 3P, a wafer substrate 310 has first and second surfaces with 
integrated circuits formed in one surface. Here doped regions 312 are located at the 
surface with the integrated circuits. A protective layer 320 is formed on the surface with 
the integrated circuits. A trench is formed that extends from one surface of the 
semiconductor substrate to the other. The trench is filled with electrically conductive 
material 336, as explained in column 5, line 30. The conductive trench is exposed on 
the opposite surface and provides a signal path to the integrated circuit through the 
solder balls 374. 



Claims 1 



Allowable Subject Matter 
- 10 and 19-20 are allowed. 
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The prior art does not disclose that the formation of signal vias through a back 
side layer to be in electrical contact with back side bond pads. 

The prior art also does not disclose forming ground vias and forming signal vias 
that are exposed during a cutting of the wafer along scribe lines. 

Claims 1 1 - 18 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Siniangiuine et al., U.S. Patent No. 6,693,361, discloses a packaging of 
integrated circuits and vertical integration. 

McKay, U.S. Patent No. 5,945,734, disclose a wire bond free input/output 
interface.
